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Thompson hoping for justice portfolio

Newly elected Member of 
Parliament Myron Thompson is 
putting plans into place to move 
to Ottawa and is looking for¬ 
ward to filling a shadow posi¬ 
tion in justice 

Thompson, who won the re¬ 
cent federal election in Wildrosc 
by a landslide, said he is hoping 
Reform Party leader Preston 
Manning will appoint him to a 
critic's position dealing with the 
justice system 

“I think there is a good chance 


I might be involved in some sort 
of justice shadow committee,” 
he said ‘‘I'm primarily inter¬ 
ested in justice and post-scc- 
ondary education I've been re¬ 
ally concerned with the recent 
problem with police being killed 
and the apparent uprise in vio¬ 
lence." 

Thompson, who replaces 
Conservative MP Louise 
Feltham. is also looking for¬ 
ward to heading to Ottawa to 
work on the unity issue. 

‘‘Unity is the top priority with 
myself," he said. ‘‘We have an 


obvious lack of unity right now 
and I want to know what we as a 
constituency can do about it” 
Further towards the unity is¬ 
sue, Thompson said he plans to 
learn French when he takes up 
residence in Ottawa 

Currently. Thompson is look¬ 
ing for a new' constituency of¬ 
fice, which he feels may be 
Fcltham's old office in Airdrie 
He is also taking aoDlicafinnc 
for staff and preparing a plan for 

keeping in touch with his con¬ 
stituents. 

‘‘I want to form a group of 


individuals through the constitu¬ 
ency," he said “People from all 
ages, occupations so we can get 
together once and a while for 
information sharing sessions. 
But a plan for that is just begin¬ 
ning to be formulated now." 

Once in Ottawa, where he has 
only visited once before, 
Thompson said he plans to help 
out with his party's plans for 
getting rid of the deficit and 
making parliamentary reform, 

“Besides the constitution and 
the transfer payment issues and 
the economy, I think we are 


going to have a problem with 
the Senate as well,” he said. 
“The Senate is PC dominated 
and they arc likely going to have 
a struggle with the Liberals That 
is something we are going to 
have to take a look at." 

A swearing in ceremony for 
the new Canadian government 
will take place later this month 
The first session of the new Par¬ 
liament isn't expected to take 
place until after Christmas

under the leadership of Ernest Manning's son Preston. 
Dale is 51 -years-old and a farmer. He has been Reeve of 
the County of Ponoka, Chairman of the Board of Educa¬ 
tion and is one of the original organizers of the Reform 
movement He is my brother. 

I am very proud of these members of my family but I 
was proud of them before they attained elected office and 
I will still be proud of Dale when he is no longer in public 
life just as I was still proud of Dad when he finally stepped 
down The political position is only a small part ofthe total 
man and in both cases I know them both as great family 
men, warm, bright, funny, responsible, honest, trustwor¬ 
thy, caring, loyal, people who entered politics because 
they couldn't help themselves. So deep was their commit¬ 
ment to their country, so strong their desire to help, so 
powerful their need to make things better for their children 
and grandchildren Neither of them got into this for the 
money, neither of them were backed by any group that 
could benefit from their election, neither of them were or 
are in a position to offer patronage to any individual or 
group 

We are all inclined to look upon public figures as larger 
than life but in truth every person in an elected position is 
somebody's dad, or mom, sister or brother Jean Chretien's 
older sister probably remembers him as a dear, little, 
serious boy and weeps bitter tears when people mimic his 
twisted mouth Preston Manning probably grew up cring¬ 
ing under his schoolmates imitations of Ernest Manning 
doing, "The Back To The Bible Hour." The Social Studies 
teacher in our high school had a "thing" for the local 
Liberal candidate so you can imagine how popular we 
were with her As each election drew near she held mock 
elections and shamelessly touted the Liberal view while 
vilifying Social Credit. The Liberals always won in her 
classroom elections It didn't do the actual Liberal candi¬ 
date one bit of good so all the old girl accomplished was 
to hurt us but she must have found some satisfaction in 
doing so Maybe she is one of the reasons that Dale feels 
compelled to go forth and right wrongs 

Even if the Reformers had formed the opposition, even 
if they had formed the government, not they and not 
anyone else could turn Canada into a land of milk and 
honey where justice prevails and everyone is wealthy and 
wise, happy and honest The government, after all, is us

good men to do nothing " 

Dad and Dale have one more thing in common Dad was 
a very handsome man and Dale is just beautiful My mom 
would be so disappointed if I hadn't mentioned that

The placement of a new landfill 
site for the entire county may be 
delayed because of concerns of 
neighboring residents 

Didsbury Town Councillor Ed 
Vcrmunt. who sits on the county 
Regional Waste Management 
Committee, said residents along 
the land where a landfill site may 
be located arc expressing concerns 
about having the dump in their own 
backyard 

“We've been having a heck of a 
time finding a place for (the 
landfill).” he said. “We've got a 
place picked northwest of Sundrc 


but we arc having some problems 
convincing the people there ” 

The search for a county landfill 
has been ongoing for the past three 
years. Several locations had been 
chosen only to be rejected after 
seismic or health testing Vcrmunt 
said the Sundrc location has been 
given a good report so far

Dear Editor: 

To my dismay, I am writing this 
letter concerning the "Habcrmchl 
House”. This situation seems to be 
taking on the aura of a soap opera 
It seems to be never ending Any¬ 
way. to the point. 

There seems to be a great deal of 
discussion concerning the two ap¬ 
praisals of the Habcrmeh! House 
and rightfully so The first appraisal 
came in at about $79,500 if the 
value of the half lot spun ofT is 
taken into consideration. The sec¬ 
ond appraisal with the same sized 
lot came in at $50,000 How can 
two appraisals of the same prop¬ 
erty be so different? 

I was as curious as the next 
person, so I decided to have a look 
at each appraisal to find out why. 
Since I took an appraisal course in 
Calgary a few years ago. I do have 
a working knowledge of how ap¬ 
praisals arc done, which was of 
some help 

In doing the appraisals, each 
appraiser took three two-storey 
houses sold in the area within the 
last year or so and made adjust¬ 
ments to the selling prices of these 
houses to try' and arrive at a value 


for the Habcrmchl House. It should 
be mentioned each appraiser used 
different houses (sales) as 
comparables. 

There arc a certain number of 
arbitrary figures used in appraising 
homes, so it is not an exact science. 
However, the arbitrary figures 
aside, the divergence in value be¬ 
tween the two appraisals was not 
all that much until adjustments were 
made for the square footage differ¬ 
ential Since the Habcrmchl House 
is significantly larger than any of 
the examples used as comparables, 
an adjustment had to be made for 
size. 

In analysing that adjustment, it 
has been found that the two ap¬ 
praisers used very different values 
per square foot The second ap- 
praiscrwithancndvalucof$50,000 
used arbitrary figures which put a 
value of between $5.40 and $6.55 
per square foot on the square foot¬ 
age difference. In a telephone con¬ 
versation with the appraiser, he did 
confirm that he used arbitrary fig¬ 
ures based only on what he thought 
the difference should be. 

The first appraiser, who put a 
value of about $79,500 on the 


Correcting misleading ads 


Dear Editor: 

The recent half-page ad in this 
newspaper by the Alberta Teach¬ 
ers’ Association demands a re¬ 
sponse. Referring to the proposed 
government cuts to education, the 
ATA says in part. "While attacking 
public education, the government 
has increased funding to private 
schools" The public should be 
aware that this "increased funding" 
was in very small amounts and 
brings privatc/indcpcndcnl school 
funding to about 1/3 of that which 
public schools receive. Inciden¬ 
tally. independent schools receive 
no funds at all front municipal taxes, 
no transportation grants and no 
capital grants However parents of 
independent school studentsdo pay 
taxes like every one else They also 
pay for their own busing and raise 
funds fortheirovvnbuildings which 
are built bv volunteer labour 

The ATA. by asking "Who de¬ 
serves less?" and then going on to 
imply that the public schools arc 
funded at a lower level than arc 
private schools, is being unethical 
and dishonest They arc apparently 
all too aware that if the real facts 


were before the public, few would 
disagree with the increased fund¬ 
ing that independent schools need 
and deserv e. 

We in the independent school 
system would, however, like to 
thank the ATA for the complimen¬ 
tary observation that "soon, those 
who want the best for their child 
will have to buy it." They appar¬ 
ently arc aware that independent 
schools arc providing an excellent 
education on a fraction of the fund- 
ingtheirownschools receive They 
arcavvarcofthefaetthat independ¬ 
ent schools and home schools arc 
on the increase at an alarming rate 
The ad. however, scents to be out to 
mislead the public into believing 
that independent schools arc over¬ 
funded Indeed, ifthc little funding 
that independent schools now re¬ 
ceive is cut, then only the rich 
would be able to afford them and 
then vve really will have a two- 
tiered system which the ATA is 
calling on the public to fight.

Habcrmchl House, was a bit more 
scientific in his method In a tel¬ 
ephone conversation with him, he 
said he would normally use up to 
$30 a square foot for differential in 
a bungalow. Since all the houses 
involved were two-storey and the 
Habcrmchl House was in poor re¬ 
pair. he cut his adjustment value 
per square foot in half to $15.00. 

If the method used by the first 
appraiser had been used by' the 
second appraiser, the value of the 
Habcrmchl House would have been 
approximately $20,000 higher 

Another glaring difference was 
a lack of adjustment by the second 
appraiser due to lot size. The 
Habcrmchl House was located on 
two lots One half of one lot was 
sold at $8,500 or $2.72 per square 
foot, which was accepted as fair 
market value. 

The six comparables used by 
the two appraisers had lots which 
were significantly smaller than the 
remaining lot and one half the 
Habcrmchl is now situated on. The 
first appraiser whose value was 
about $79,500 did make adjust¬ 
ments for lot size. The second ap¬ 
praiser whose value was $50,000 
did not make any adjustments for 
lot size: even though he did show 
on his worksheet a difference in lot 
sizes and his official work sheet 
called for adjustments for lot size. 
If adjustment for lot size on his 
appraisal were taken into consid¬ 
eration at the accepted value of 
$2.72 per square foot, it would 
increase the value of the Habcrmchl 


House by tip to $7,800 Why would 
he not make this adjustment as 
indicated on his own work sheet? 

One other item was fireplaces. 
The Habcrmchl House has a fire¬ 
place, yet the house value was pe¬ 
nalized by $2,000 by the second 
appraiser when compared to his 
three comparables. 

If the above noted items were 
taken into consideration, the value 
placed on the Habcrmchl House by 
both appraisers would be very close 
to being the same 

This all aside, the value of the 
house is what it can be sold for. 
Given the current cutbacks by the 
provincial government etc., etc., 
etc., it would seem to me that it is 
important that the town receive as 
much as possible from the sale. 
That is because it seems apparent 
our municipal taxes arc going to 
have to increase again in 1994. 
Every extra dollar will be of assist¬ 
ance in keeping the increase down. 
The only other alternative would 
be for the town to reduce its own 
budget. 

I can understand the very diffi¬ 
cult situation - Mayor Lea and the 
Didsbury Town Councillors arc 
going to find themselves in next 
year because of provincial cut¬ 
backs It becomes important that 
we, as taxpayers, assist the mayor 
and council wherever possible. 

I will therefore be submitting a 
tender offer of $55.0(X) for the 
Habcrmchl House. If my bid is 
accepted. I will put in the minimal 
amount of work required to up¬ 


grade the house to a more saleable 
condition. It will then be sold with 
the net profit being donated to the 
town. 

In calculating the net profit, only 
receipted costs will be deducted 
from the selling price I will not be 
charging for any of my own time 
spent on the project. 

My wife, Dorothy Moore, has 
offered to list the house at no cost, 
with the selling realtor, whoever 
that may be. being the only one 
rcceivingacommission Therefore, 
real estate fees will have been cut 
in half. 

I have had a look at the 
Habcrmchl House in the last cou¬ 
ple days and feel confident there 
will be a substantial amount of 
money to be earned for the town 
after making an effort to improve 
the saleability of the house It w ill 
be a very interesting and exciting 
project 

As mentioned earlier, with the 
financial cutbacks that are in the 


pipeline, it will become more and 
more important for the taxpayers 
to work w ith the mayor and council 
to assist wherever possible to mai n- 
tain the high standards we have 
become accustomed to Without a 
doubt, it will be a challenge for the 
mayor and council to cope with a 
situation that is not of their mak¬ 
ings and the onus falls upon us as 
taxpayers to assist wherever possi¬ 
ble

Screening pellets can work in cattle rations 


Screening pellets arc a grain 
substitute producers can use if they 
lack or have poor quality' feed this 
winter says an Alberta Agriculture 
specialist. 

"Weather has alTcctcd hay qual¬ 
ity and quantity in some areas In 
others, tnost cereal crops were cut 
for greenfeed So. feed grain will 
be less available." said Barry 
Yarcmcio. ruminant nutritionist 
"But before you go out and buy 
screening pellets, there arc some 
considerations," he added 

Pellet quality is the basic con¬ 
cern There arc three classes or 
grades of screenings A number 
one grade is the highest quality. It 
contains lightweight grain kernels, 
cracked grain and limited amount 
of weeds and other foreign mate¬ 
rial Number two grade has broken 
or cracked kernels and higher lev¬ 
els of weed seeds and other con¬ 
taminants 

"Unclcancd or refuse screening 
pellets arc the lowest quality. They 
can contain aspirator dust, floor 
sweepings and almost anything 
else." notes Yarcmcio 

The presence of w eed seeds is a 
major concern If hulls haven’t been 
cracked orbroken. smallwccd seeds 
-- for example mustards, chamo¬ 


mile and pigweed -- will eventu¬ 
ally germinate after cattle cat them 
Rumen acids and microbes can’t 
digest some hard seedcoats. 

"As well, screening pellets can 
introduce new weeds to your fields 
even if the manure rots two to three 
years before you apply it to your 
soil So screening pellet quality is 
definitely a concern." he said 

Another consideration isthetype 
of grains in the screening pellets 
Different grains have different fer¬ 
mentation rates. This influences 
how much screening pellet can be 
fed per head per day 

A wheat screening pellet has 
one of the most rapid fermentation 
rates, if animals aren’t given time 
to adjust to the new ration or if too 
much is fed. it may result in rumen 
acidosis, bloat, flounder and even 
death 

"Barley and oat screenings pel¬ 
lets are digested less rapidly, but 
animals still need time to adjust to 
new rations." he added 

Another factor to weigh when 
buying screening pellets is the 
amount of processing that is done 
before pelleting Finely ground 
grains have a more rapid fermenta¬ 
tion rate than rolled or coarsely 
ground grain This. too. makes aci¬ 


dosis a concern. 

Oilseed screenings can contain 
four to 10 percent oil Fibre diges¬ 
tion in the rumen is impaired if the 
total oil or fat content in the ration 
is over seven percent. "The result is 
impactionand feed intake will drop 
significantly." said Yarcmcio. 

A final issue is variation in nu¬ 
trient content. "There is no guaran¬ 
tee of the percentage of grain in a 
screening pellet." he said "Some 
batches arc high quality, w hile oth¬ 
ers are mainly dust and hulls.” 

He recommends testing the 
screenings or getting a guaranteed 
analysis from the supplier. As well, 
he advises not to include screening 
pellets or other by-product feeds at 
more than 25 percent of the ration 
"Before you consider more than 
25 percent of pellets in a ration, 
consult with a qualified nutrition¬ 
ist," he advised. 

The amount of pellets fed also 
depends on the type of animal, the 
stage of production (pregnant or 
lactating cow. si/c and weight gain 
of feeder), weather pattern, feed 
quality in the ration and whether 
the animal is thin or fat 

"1 strongly recommend doing a 
feed test on the nutrient content of 
all feeds used in the ration if you're 


considering pellets. Using screen¬ 
ing pellets doesn't guarantee ad¬ 
equate protein in the ration. You 
may still need a protein supple¬ 
ment.” he said 

His final advice is to consult 
with a nutritionist about appropri-

The teenage munchies 

In one American study, re¬ 
searchers estimated teenagers ate 
40 percent of their calories as snack 
foods Parents and teachers can 
probably confirm this habit exists 
in Alberta teens as well. As snack 
foods arc notorious for having high 
fat and salt levels and being low in 
nutrients, it can be helpful for teens 
and their parents if high quality 
snacks are easily available 

Consider the following as part 
of the snack staples to have avail¬ 
able: 

• fresh and canned fruits

Of Birds And Stars 

Nature teaches us much about 
God. For one thing, it shows His 
kindness in providing animals and 
birds with inborn impulses and 
patterns which aid them greatly in 
adjusting to what is often a hostile 
environment Their lives arc thus 
guided and preserved despite their 
limited native intelligence For in¬ 
stance. sonic birds would perish if 
they had to stay all year in areas 
which have far-rangingclimatcand 
tcmpcraturcchangcs. Therefore the 
Lord has graciously given them 
migrating instincts 

One bird t hat has a very intcrcst- 
ing storyas the Indigo (a member of 
the finch family). This little bird 
apparently steers his way 2.(MM) 
miles south every year just by look¬ 
ing over his shoulder at the north¬ 
ern sky This night-flying bird docs 
not seem to rely on any one star or 
constellation for his direction In¬ 
stead he recognizes the whole geo¬ 
metrical pattern of them w ithin 35 


degrees of the North Star The In¬ 
digo can be confused only when 
that part of the sky is entirely 
blocked off by clouds He then 
wisely discontinues his flight until 
he can once again get a clear view 
of the Milky Way. the Big Dipper 
and other northern star groups 
The prophet Jeremiah in hisbook 
in 31:35 says the Lord gave these 
"ordianccs of the stars for a light 
by night". Thus we see that the stars 
not only aid man in navigation h«‘ 


also assist his feathered friends, the 
birds. Observing nature, so 
crammed with beauty, wonder and 
design, we should be taught by the 
beasts and the fow ls of the air that 
there is a gracious Heavenly Father 
who provides for His creatures in 
wisdom. 

Let us learn from God'scrcation 
His kindness, w isdom and love and 
then let us in give Him our adora¬ 
tion and praise!

Baseball Coach credits 
hard work for award

It w ould have been easy for Fred 
Dcnischuk to just sit back four 
years ago and accept the fact that 
his eight-ycar-old son would have 
no baseball team to play on in 
Carstairs. 

But sitting back and accepting 
the seemingly inevitable just 
wouldn't be his sty le Perhaps that 
is the very quality earmarking the 
Minor Baseball Coach for three 
awards - one of yvhich is being 
presented to him at the Baseball 
Alberta Awards Banquet in Ed¬ 
monton November 6th 

It was the supposed hardship his 
son faced back in 1989 that spurred 
him into developing his own base¬ 
ball team with a group of kids that 
weren’t able to be coached any 
more on the one and only (and 
already overflowing) team in town. 

"There was this one guy back 
then that was coaching about 27 
kids he told me that hejust couldn't 
handle that many and that he would 
have to cut some of the newer kids 
from the team " 

So Dcnischuk went on to form 
his own team - the CanTax Car- 
stairs Canons - and with the help of 
good friend. Bcv Vitch. went on to 
attract more and more interest each 
year and organize more and more 
tournaments "I suppose it's be¬ 
cause we spend a lot of time with 
the kids and if you're willing to do 
that and put the extra effort in. it 
eventually pays off." 

Well, pay off time has come 
Just recently Dcnischuk was noti¬ 
fied he had won this year's Ted 
Rudd Minor Coach Award along 
with being nominated for the 3M 
Coaching Canada Award and the 
OV Award of Merit 


He won the Ted Rudd Award for 
being the kind of minor league 
baseball coach who reinforced not 
only a sportsmanlike attitude in his 
team, but also demonstrated the 
proper attitude towards his team, 
the opponents, and the officials. 

The 3M Coaching Canada 
Award is presented to only the four 
top male and top female coaches in 
the country. Criteria for the award 
includes showing respect for offi¬ 
cials. opponents, parents, and ad¬ 
vocating a philosophy of fair play. 
The 1993 OV Award of Merit, to 
yvhich Dcnischuk has also been 
nominated, is the top individual 
award in amateur baseball in the 
prov ince. It was developed to rec¬ 
ognize persons whose conduct, 
dedication, and activities have 
made a valuable and lasting contri¬ 
bution to the development and bet¬ 
terment of the sport in Alberta 

Dcnischuk said he's honored to 
have the opportunity to travel up to 
Edmonton on November 6th to 
accept the award, and was happy 
and surprised to be nominated for 
the 3M andOVawards "Anything 
I get over and above w hat they give 
me in Edmonton is a bonus. ..I just 
want to keep being involved in the 
sport as long as possible." 

He is already looking forward to 
next year when Carstairs will host 
the Western Canadian Minor 
League Tournament.

The killing winter of aught-six 
aught-seven’ 


After the spring calving of 1906. 
Wilbur Lcrov "Lee" Brainard left 
Montana with 600 head of cattle 
and 100 horses. He was striking 
north for empty grass outside Al¬ 
berta's chinook belt. By late sum¬ 
mer he had reached Hanna. Al¬ 
berta. helped by his tecnagcd son 
Albert and hisold friend Dad White 
Brainard staked out a range on 
the prairie, far from civilization. 


His new neighbors, the Hunt broth¬ 
ers. were surprised at how little hay 
he'd cut. and offered to winter his 
stock, but Brainard had a misplaced 
confidence in the Alberta climate 
By Christmas, snow had covered 
the grass; the coldest winter on 
record had descended and his cat¬ 
tle were nearly starving. It was late 
January before the weather lifted 
and Brainard could try moving his 


herd through deep snow to belat¬ 
edly accept the Hunts' offer. 

Around noon on the 29th. a wall 
of grey cloud swept dow n from the 
northwest onto the Brainards, 
White, and the cattle. Both the 
campfire and the sun were blotted 
out as the livestock scattered 
Trapped by their wagon, the three 
men could only wait and keep

moving as the cold of the blizzard 
seeped in. Dad White slumped 
down dead at dawn on the 30th. 
Young Albert lost hope His father 
pleaded with him and pummelled 
him.but he couldn't rcvivchisspirit 
Panicking. Brainnrd took his son 
on his back and walked northward 
a short way before he realized Albert 
was dead 

Brainard returned to the wagon, 
left his son next to Dad White, and 
set out again through the blinding 
storm He wandered delirious for 
hours, finally bumping into some¬ 
thing solid as he neared collapse. 
Nearly senseless, he saw that the 
obstacle was the rail fence of the 
Hunt homestead He reached the 
door for their shack and fell against 
it. "Get out of here!" yelled Jack 
Hunt, thinking it was a steer. "1 
won't get out." came the weak re¬ 
ply. The three Hunt boys quickly 
got him inside and thawed him 

In addition to losing his fortune, 
his old friend and his son, Brainard 
lost most of his toes. 

Half the livestock rounded up 
before the "Winter of the Blue 
Snow" in 1906-07 did not live to 
see the next spring. 


The south and east - the Milk 
River country, the Cypress Hills - 
were hit hard Blizzard after bliz¬ 
zard dumped two feet of snow on 
the plains and filled the coulees 
When the snows receded, one Cy¬ 
press Hi Its rancher found dead cows 
danglingadozcnfectofTthc ground 
in thcbranchcs of cottonwood trees. 
In the Battle River country, cattle 
were found standing frozen in snow 
over their backs. And even the 
farmers who could save their stock 
from starvation and misadventure 
often lost them to the sheer cold 

Among the most surreal scenes 
that year was the January day thou¬ 
sands of emaciated Bar U cattle 
invaded Maclcod The citizens 
looked out in horror as the doomed 
animals passed through, their hair 
and hide frozen ofTin large patches, 
knees skinned and bleeding from 
the snow crust Moaning softly and 
piteously rather than bawling, the 
cows moved slowly past the hotels 
and stores to certain death on the 
prairie beyond Town workers 
moved 48 carcasses off the street 
the next day. 

When the snow melted in May. 
the ranches were left the task of

b) Last May. three grade 12 
students sat for the Advanced Place¬ 
ment exam in English Literature 
and Composition. They had done 
English 30 and achieved 80+ marks, 
but they had no special preparation 
for the A.P. exam other than a 
review of the format and proce¬ 
dures. On a five point scale one 
received a 5 (the top mark, gained 
by only 9 percent of writers) one a 
4(16 percent of writers) and one a 
3 (considered the cut off mark for 
university entrance). 


c) CD ROM technology has 
become an important part of our 
library. Students crowd around the 
'Mac' computer which is devoted 
to searching for information on 
many topics. One item accessible 
to students is the Grolicr Encyclo¬ 
pedia which can give moving dia¬ 
grams to explain things (e g. heart 
function), or sound (ani mal noises), 
or news clips (e g. the Hindcnbcrg 
disaster). As well. Didsbury High 
School has recently acquired a 
modem which allows our library to 
access materials at the University 
of Calgary Library including their 
CD-ROM materials. 

d) Athletics has been an integral
